AN OLD PIONEER GONE. 
Hon. Andrew B. Jackson, an old Wis­ 
consin pioneer, and a member ol tbe second 
Constitutional Convention, died at his res­ 
idence, near Evanston, on Monday even­ 
ing, the 25ih, cl congestion of the lungs. 
The deceased was sixty-four years of age, 
and was most deeply respected by a large 
circle of friends in this Slate. He attend­ 
ed the reunion of the survivors of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention, held in Madison 
on 
the 
first 
of 
February, 
ana 
took 
an 
active 
and 
interesting 
part in the proceeding! of the reunion, and 
is the first of that little band to cross tbe 
river of death. 
The Slate Journal gives the following 
account of Mr. Jackson's career in this 
State: “Mr. Jackson was a pioneer to the 
Slate of Wisconsin, aud has occupied con 
slderable prominence. 
In ISIG, he repre­ 
sented Racine county in the Territorial 
Legislature ; and rn 1847, he was a mem­ 
ber of the Constitutional Convention from 
the same county. Ho was always in bb 
place, watchful of the interests of his con­ 
stituents, 
and 
efficient 
in 
carry 
log 
out 
their 
wishes. 
Soon 
Atter the 
inauguration 
of 
President 
Lincoln, Mr. Jackson was appointed as 
Register or Receiver, in tbe Land Office, 
at Menasha, a position which he held for 
several years. In early life, Mr. Jacks-l 
was an active member of the Democratic 
party, but on the organ izition of the Re­ 
publican party, or soon afterwards, be took 
position in it, and was a valuable member 
of that organization. He took a deep in­ 
terest in pr justing the general welfare of 
the fixate oi Wlscoosin aud its people. H« 
removed to E rosion in tho fall of 1868 
where he had resided until about two year** 
since, when he removed to Rogers’ Path. 
where he had large real eatato interests 
The deceased leaves a wife and four chil­ 
dren—three sons and a daughter.

ever Mr. Jackson had lived he was highly 
sstecmed as an upright, straightforward( 
Christian gentleman, and has always been 
prominently identified with church inter­ 
ests.

Senator Blaise spoke on the fishery award

In other words, by the re­ 
mission of duties, and the payment of cash 
from the Treasury, our Goyernment is 
called upon to pay $3,500,000 gold for the 
privilege of permitting our fishermen to 
make a profit of $100,000 on the inshore 
fisheries of Nova Scotia.

London, March 23.—No hope of tho 
Congress is now left, and there seems to 
be no means of estimating what will be 
the outcome from the present diplomatic 
muddle. Gen. Ignatiefl's visit to Vienna 
shows the evident intention of Russia to 
conciliate with Russia, but it is questiona­ 
ble whether Hungary can be induced to 
recognize tbe treaty of San Stef any until 
important alterations have been made In 
its provisions. 
Your Vienna correspond­ 
ent states that Igoatieff has failed to secure 
Count Andrassy’s consent to the plan pro­ 
posed by Russia, and that there are 
rumors there that Aodrassy is about to 
yield to Hungarian influence, and openly 
oppose Russia. 
Rumors, however, are 
numberless, not only in Vienna, but in ev­ 
ery other great capital, and It is impossible 
to obtain any certain information as to 
what will be the next direction which af­ 
fairs will take, 
it is certain that England 
and Russia have now reached the most 
critical part of their intercourse, and there 
is more probability of war than peace. 
Russia is making every effort to isolate 
England from the other powers, and if she

be found. But tbe preseut crisis is decid­ 
edly worse than any of its predeces­ 
sors, and it is quite probable that both na­ 
tions may find war less intolerable than 
continual uncertainty and alarm.

Spanish Minister’s wife to help bim to 
find, when his letters and hers were evi­ 
dently intercepted, was mentioned openly, 
he did not hesitate to pay most serious at­ 
tention to many ladies of this city. Re­ 
ports, always based on “good authority,” 
are rife that in spite of his projected Cuban 
alliance, lie was positively engaged to two 
ladies in Washington and one in Europe. 
As he was a graduate of Harvard, perhaps 
there 
are claimants to his affectious 
in the vicinity of Boston. None of his 
friends here appear to believe that he died, 
as alleged in the telegram to Secretary 
Evarts, of yellow fever. The gossip in the 
House of Representatives, as well as out­ 
side, has openly hinted at foul play at tbe 
bands of a Spanish rival, or something 
else interested in getting him out of the 
way. Perhaps tbe impossibility of marry­ 
ing all the ladies to whom he was more or 
less pledged, may have bad something to 
do with his death, for suicide, under the 
circumstances, seems as probable as death 
at the hands of a rival. It being early in 
tbe season for yellow fever, and his being 
the only case mentioned as occurring in 
Havana, suggests a doubt as to Judge Leon­ 
ard having been its victim. Supposing 
that foul disorder caused his death, it ap­ 
pears strange that a request should be 
made to send the corpse to the United 
States, and the {Speaker of the House 
should suggest a committee of Representa­ 
tives to receive the body from the vessel, 
and form an escort of honor to the home 
of the parents of the .deceased In West­ 
chester, Pennsylvania.

back Party,” but the nationalists are now 
strenuously opposing the title and will in­ 
sist upon the el im sat ion of the word 
"Greenback.” 
The other side are equally determined 
upon its retention, and unless there is a 
conciliation, the trouble which hinges upon 
the settlement ol this trivial point may de­ 
velop Into a decided rupture.

While at Col­ 
lege in New York the Doctor lived on 28 
cents a day for four mouths, and during 
that time be says: "I gaiued in flesh, was 
doing severe mental labor, and never felt 
better in my hie. My diet was varied and 
nutritious, though 
plain. 
Oat-meal, 
wheat, graham bread, bread and milk, 
crackers, fruit, beefsteak, and oysters were 
the standard articles ol lood. 
During 
November and December I boarded myself 
alone, and my expenses tor November were 
$8.59, c r a little under 29 cents a day. For 
January our whole expense tor baard was 
ll5 44, or G cents a day less than 25 cents 
a day apiece. For twenty-one days in 
February, until I left the city our whole 
expense was |9 5s, or 8 cents ii day less 
than 23 cents a day apiece. 
During the 
winter we ate rn arly two and a half bar­ 
rels cl apples, included in the above fig­ 
ures.

If the egg is clear and golden in appear­ 
ance when held to the light it is good ; if 
dark or spotted, it is bad. 
The badness of an egg can sometimes be 
told by shaking it near the holder’s ear, but 
the ted is a dangerous one.
